Goa Scheme of Financial Assistance for 

Films- 2010 


( ii ) The scheme envisages grant of financial 
assistance upto 50 % of the cost of production 
of a film or as per the relevant provisions 
made in Schedule I hereto , whichever is less . 
However, a Film Producer shall not be entitled 
to claim assistance under the scheme on more 
than one occasion , within two consecutive 
years in any film / video category either as a 
single Film Producer or Co - Film Producer. 


The Government of Goa hereby notifies the 
scheme to provide financial assistance for 
production of film originating in Goa , as 
follows : 


A. Title, applicability and duration.— (i) 
The scheme shall be called the Goa Scheme 
of Financial Assistance for Films 2010 ( for the 
production of feature films in Konkani and 
Marathi and non - feature films including Tele 
films, Short films and Documentaries in 
Konkani, Marathi, English and Hindi). The 
scheme shall be implemented through the 
Entertainment Society of Goa . 


( iii) The Entertainment Society of Goa 
shall make necessary budget provision for 
disbursement of financial aid to the registered 
Film Producers wishing to avail of the 
financial help from the society for producing 
Feature films in Konkani or Marathi and Non 
-Feature films including Tele - films, Short films 
& documentaries in Konkani, Marathi, English 
and Hindi in Goa as per Schedule I , hereto . 
The funds for the scheme shall be provided 
as Grants - in - aid to the Entertainment Society 
of Goa by the Department of Information and 
Publicity, Government of Goa 


(ii) The scheme shall apply to films 
originating and produced in Goa by Film 
Producers who have to be registered with 
the Entertainment Society of Goa on payment 
of Registration fee of Rs. 1000. Film Producers 
already registered with Directorate of 
Information and Publicity under the earlier 
scheme are eligible provided they satisfy the 
conditions laid down in the present scheme. 


( iv ) The Film Producers making Feature 
films or Non - Feature films in more than one 
of the approved languages as above 
(bilingual) simultaneously shall be able to 
claim financial assistance for only one of the 
languages , subject to the condition that the 
film under consideration is original and not a 
dubbed copy . 


C. Definitions. In the scheme, unless the 
context, otherwise refers, 


( iii ) It shall be operative annually ( 1st April 
to 31st March ) and shall remain in force till 
31st March , 2013 , after which it may be 
reviewed or redesigned as the need may be . 
However , the Government of Goa or the 
Entertainment Society of Goa reserves the 
right to change any or all provisions of this 
scheme if found necessary in public interest . 
The scheme to be announced in the month 
of April every year . 


( i) " Society " means the Entertainment 
Society of Goa . 


( ii ) " Financial Assistance " means financial 
assistance given by the society to films, 
financed under this scheme. 


B. Aims and Objectives of the Scheme.— (i) 
To regulate grant of financial assistance to 
Goan film makers with a view to encourage 
production of quality celluloid as well as 
Telefilms, Short films, Documentaries , etc. and 


( iii) " Scheme" means the Scheme specially 
formulated by the Government for giving 
financial assistance for production of Feature 
films in Konkani and Marathi and Non - Feature 
films including Tele - films, Short films and 
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Documentaries in Konkani, Marathi, English 
and Hindi. 


( xiii) " 35 mm " film means the photographic 
film which is cut into strips 35 millimeters 
wide, with six perforations per inch ( 25.4 mm ) 
along both edges . 


( iv ) “ Film Producer ” means a person who 
produces the film and has entire rights of the 
said film . 


(v ) “ Artists ” means and includes Actors , 
Actresses , Screenplay Writers , Lyric Writers , 
Cameramen , Asst. Cameramen , Production 
Assistants , Art Directors and all other 
technical and non -technical staff associated 
with the film production . 


( xiv ) " Dolby Digital" means digital audio 
encoding system from Dolby used in movie 
and home theaters . Dolby Digital employs 
Dolby s AC - 3 (Audio Coding - 3 ) coding and 
compression technology and provides six 
channels of audio , known as 5.1 for front left, 
front right, front center, rear left, rear right 
and subwoofer. 


(vi) " Film Director” means a person 
directing the film . 


(xv ) " 16 mm " film means the photographic 
film which is cut into strips 16 millimeters 
wide , with 40 frames per foot and one 
perforation for each frame. 


(vii ) " Story Writer " means a person writing 
the story for the film . 


(xvi) Beta cam SP : metal formulated tapes 
of 1 / 2 - inch with 340 lines of horizontal 
resolution . 


(viii ) " Screening Committee " means a 
Committee duly constituted by the 
Entertainment Society of Goa to evaluate the 
standard of the scripts and authenticity of 
the proposals submitted by the Film 
Producers . 


( xvii ) Digi- Beta means a format that records 
a DCT-compressed component video signal 
at 10 -bit YUV 4 : 2 : 2 sampling in NTSC 
(720x486 ) or PAL ( 720x576 ) resolutions at a 
bitrate of 90 Mbit / s plus four channels of 
uncompressed 48 kHz / 20 bit PCM - encoded 
audio . 


(ix ) " Finance Committee " means a 
Committee duly constituted by the 
Entertainment Society of Goa to look into 
the financial aspects of the film production 
and to make recommendations to the 
Entertainment Society of Goa on the quantum 
of financial help to be released after perusing 
the assessment reports submitted by the 
Screening Committee . 


(xviii) " HD " means a 24 frames-per - second 
digital video format for high - resolution 
capture of motion pictures in progressive 
scanning mode . It refers to any video system 
of higher resolution than standard -definition 
and involves display resolutions of 3840x2160 
resolution with video format of 4k standard 
format (4096x2160 ) . 


( x ) " Evaluation Committee ” means a 
Committee duly constituted to judge the 
quality i.e. technical quality as well as content 
of the film financed under the scheme. 


(xi) " Registration Form " means a Form 
issued by the Entertainment Society of Goa 
for the purpose of enrolling the Film 
Producers . 


( xix ) " Short film " is a fictional film shot on 
celluloid or digital format which is not more 
than 30 minutes and less than 10 minutes in 
duration as per CBFC guidelines . 


( xii) " Application Form " means a Form 
issued by the Entertainment Society of Goa 
for applying for financial assistance for 
production of films as at Schedule II. 


(xx ) " Documentary film " is a film shot on 
celluloid or digital format which is not less 
than 10 minutes in duration as per CBFC 
guidelines.

( xxi) “ Feature film " means a film which is 
shot on a 35mm or 16mm celluloid film , of 
more than 70 minutes duration as per CBFC 
guidelines. 


( iv ) The film sanctioned should have 50 % 
of the screen time depicting as been shot in 
the State of Goa and atleast 15 % screen time 
shared by cast from Goa . 


( xxii ) “ Telecine " is the process of 
transferring motion picture film into video 
form . 


(v ) The Film Producer/ s should be able to 
arrange balance funds to finance the film and 
proof to this effect will have to be given at 
the time of application for assistance under 
this scheme in the form of an affidavit . 


(xxiii) " FIAPFF ” means Federation 
International des Associations de Producteurs 
de Films/ International Federation of Film 
Producers Associations based in Paris , an 
organization composed with 31 member 
associations from 25 of the leading 
audiovisual production countries and is in 
charge of supervising International film 
festivals , including some of the world s most 
important ones . 


( vi) The Film Producer / s must not be in 
default of any amount due to the State 
Government /Government of India and an 
undertaking to this effect shall be submitted 
alongwith the application form . The Film 
Producers should file an affidavit for not 
having any criminal record or proceeding 
against him /her anywhere in the country . 


(xxiv ) “ National Film Award " means the 
Film Awards instituted by the Government of 
India in the year 1952 and organised by the 
Ministry of Information and Broadcasting 
Government of India . 


( vii) A Film Producer/ s should have filed 
Income Tax Returns for the last 3 years . 


(xxv ) CBFC means Central Board of Film 
Certification . 


D. Eligibility : The scheme is intended to 
provide financial assistance to films produced 
by Film Producers , registered with the 
society . The society will register the Film 
Producers who fulfill the following conditions. 


E. Procedure , terms and conditions 
governing the scheme. ( 1) The Feature films 
should be originally produced in Konkani or 
Marathi, and Non Feature films produced in 
Konkani, Marathi, Hindi and English 
languages. A dubbed / remake / revised version 
of a pre -produced film shall not be eligible to 
claim benefit of this scheme. 


(i) The Film Producers must have 15 years 
domicile in the State of Goa or born in Goa . 
However in case of Company /Partnership firm 
registering as Film Producers they should 
have more than 51 % stake owned by Goans 
who are born in Goa or must have 15 years 
domicile in the State of Goa . 


( 2 ) The detailed Synopsis , Screenplay, Cast , 
Budget summary alongwith the bio -data of 
the Screenplay Writer, Director and Film 
Producer should be submitted to the 
Entertainment Society of Goa for the purpose 
of initial approval; The Film Producer shall 
also submit an affidavit that the script 
submitted by him /her does not violate the 
provisions of the Indian Copyright Act and 
the ESG shall in no way be responsible for 
any or all claims arising out of violation of the 
copyright act and all such responsibility will 
lie with the Film Producer. In case of any 
proved violation of copyright act , the benefits 
under the scheme shall be withdrawn . The 
technical details like the format on which the

( iii ) In case of Society / Trust, registered 
under the societies act and trust act having

Once 
approved by the Society, the applicant will 
not be permitted to change the shooting 
format. Any subsequent change in the film s 
shooting format will be treated as fresh 
application . 


( 3 ) The Film Producer producing any film 
shall have to undertake at least 50 % of the 
shooting within the State ofGoa and will have 
to submit a written undertaking of having 
given 50 % of screen time of the film within 
State of Goa, and at least 15 % screen time 
allotted to Goan artists who are born in Goa 
or have 15 years of domicile in the State of 
Goa . 


frame within which the shooting is to be 
completed . The time frame for completion of 
the shooting shall however not exceed 120 
days from the date of release of first 
installment. The entire time frame for 
completing the film should not exceed 200 
days from the date of release of first 
installment. In case of delay beyond 200 days , 
the society will impose a penalty up to 5 % of 
the total released amount. In case of undue 
delay without proper justification beyond 200 
days, the society will be authorized to cancel 
the approval granted under the scheme and 
will be at liberty to recover the principal along 
with the penal interest of 15 % p.a. on the 
amount disbursed to the Film Producers , from 
the date of default. The Film Producers shall 
submit to the Entertainment Society of Goa 
the final copy of the censored film alongwith 
the attested copy of the Certificate from the 
Central Board of Film Certification , 
Government of India , free of cost and the same 
shall be preserved in the film archive of the 
society. 


( 4 ) The Film Producer wishing to avail the 
financial assistance shall have to fill in an 
application form as per Schedule II hereto 
and submit all the enclosures mentioned 
therein . 


(5 ) The Screening Committee shall examine 
all the documents related to script submitted 
with the application for the financial 
assistance and give its recommendations to 
the ESG . In addition , the Film Producer / 
/Director will have to appear in person before 
the Screening Committee to explain the 
narrative and treatment of the film . 


(8 ) The Entertainment Society of Goa shall 
disburse the financial assistance under this 
scheme, in a maximum of three installments 
for films produced on film formats as per the 
following schedule : 


( a ) Towards the cost of camera 
equipment , hire charges of lights , crane 
and trolley equipment, cameraman s 
professional charges and raw stock . 


(6 ) The Screening Committee shall forward 
its approval/disapproval of the film projects 
to the ESG . The Entertainment Society of Goa 
in turn shall submit the approved proposal to 
the Finance Committee which shall convey 
its recommendations to the Governing Body 
of the Entertainment Society of Goa for 
necessary action , provided the applicants 
have complied with all the requirements 
under this scheme. 


(b ) Towards post production costs like 
studio charges, digital intermediate 
charges, laboratory , mixing , dubbing , 
dolby , duplication , subtitling, editor s and 
other professional fees etc. 


( 7 ) Finance committee will grant its 
approval to the projects forwarded by the 
Screening Committee and inform the ESG . 
Entertainment Society of Goa shall inform the 
Film Producer about the sanction of the 
financial assistance and also intimate the time 


( c ) On production of censor certificate 
which is compulsory . Non compliance of 
this clause shall make the Film Producer 
liable for penal action such as recovery of 
the disbursed financial assistance with 
penal interest @ 15 % p.a. from the date of 
release of the first installment. 
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( 9 ) The amount towards ( a ) & (b ) 
mentioned in sub clause (8 ) above shall be 
reimbursed directly to the suppliers , 
professionals , vendors etc. on submission of 
Bills / Proforma Invoice . The Film Producer will 
have to submit a Bill within 30 days from the 
date of release of payment by the ESG to the 
supplier, professionals , vendors etc. No part 
of this amount shall be paid to the Film 
Producer directly . 


C. These categories will be determined on 
the basis of the overall quality of the film 
i.e. technical and the content of the film by 
the Evaluation Committee . The Committee 
shall work out its own procedures for 
categorising the films into various 
categories. 


A category film will be entitled to receive 
full 20 % of the balance installment . 


B category film will be entitled to receive 
10 % of the balance installment. 


( 10 ) The amount of financial assistance 
shall be disbursed on production of the 
following documents : 


C category film will not be entitled to 
receive any amount from the third installment . 


The following documents need to be 
submitted 


( a ) In case of celluloid films: Film Producers 
wishing to avail the financial assistance under 
the scheme should submit the following 
documents to the Entertainment Society of 
Goa for the release of the installments . 


( i) For release of the first installment : 
Invoice / Bill raised by the cost of camera 
equipment, hire charges of lights , crane 
and trolley equipment, cameraman s 
professional charges and raw stock 
amounting to a maximum of 40 % of the 
total amount of financial assistance 
sanctioned ; 


(a ) Statement of total expenses incurred 
by the Film Producer for the film and duly 
audited by the Chartered Accountant and 
verified by him /her certifying the 
correctness of the same. Subsequently the 
copy of the Income Tax returns filed by the 
Film Producer should be submitted to ESG 
reflecting the expenditure of the said film . 


(b ) Censor Certificate issued by Central 
Board of Film Certification -Government of 
India . 


(c ) Censored copy of the film in Digi 
beta , or DVD format for the record of the 
society. 


( ii ) For release of the second installment: 
Invoice /Bill raised by the studio /laboratory 
towards post production costs like studio 
charges , digital intermediate charges, 
laboratory , mixing, dubbing , dolby, 
duplication , subtitling etc. amounting to 
maximum of 40 % of the total financial 
assistance ; 


(b ) In case of films produced on Video and 
Digital formats : The reimbursement would be 
made in the following three stages: 


1. towards cost of camera , cameraman 
charges , lights , cranes , trolleys and tapes ; 


2. towards editing and studio charges ; 


3. on production of censor certificate . 


(iii) For release of the final installment: 
Amounting to balance of 20 % of the 
financial assistance sanctioned towards the 
production of film after the presentation of 
valid censor certificate and an 
Undertaking / Affidavit. This installment will 
be released directly to the Film Producer 
subject to clearance by the Evaluation 
Committee constituted by the society . The 
Evaluation Committee will grade the final 
film into three categories namely, A , B and 


( i) For release of the first installment: 
Invoice / Bill raised by the supplier of 
camera equipment , lights and tapes , crane 
and trolley equipment, cameraman s 
professional charges amounting to a 
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maximum of 30 % of the total amount of 
financial assistance sanctioned ; 


(ii ) For release of the second installment: 
Invoice / Bill raised by the studio /laboratory 
towards post production costs like studio 
charges, laboratory, mixing , dubbing , 
duplication , subtitling etc. amounting to 
maximum of 50 % of the total financial 
assistance ; 


correctness of the same. Subsequently the 
copy of the Income Tax returns filed by 
Film Producer should be submitted to ESG 
reflecting the expenditure of the said film . 
The Film Producers must submit all shooting 
masters of the film to the society for 
verification of shooting format . 


( b ) Censor Certificate issued by Central 
Board of Film Certification - Government of 
India . 


(c ) Censored copy of the film in Digi-Beta 
or DVD format for the records of the society . 


(iii) For release of the final installment: 
Amounting to balance of 20 % of the 
financial assistance sanctioned towards the 
production of film after the presentation of 
the valid censor certificate and the 
undertaking that the film is not dubbed / 
/ remake /revised version . An Undertaking / 
Affidavit issued to the Film Producer to 
the effect that 50 % of the screen time used 
in the film has been shot in the State of 
Goa and atleast 15 % screen time is shared 
by cast from Goa . This installment will be 
released directly to the Film Producer 
subject to clearance by the Evaluation 
Committee constituted by the society . The 
Evaluation Committee will grade the final 
film into three categories namely A , B and 
C. These categories will be determined on 
the basis of the overall quality of the film 
i.e. technical and the content of the film by 
the Evaluation Committee . The Committee 
shall work out its own procedures for 
categorising the films into various 
categories . 


( 11 ) All Film Producers availing financial 
assistance from the Entertainment Society of 
Goa shall have to submit an authority letter 
authorising the Entertainment Society of Goa 
to screen their films free of cost for any film 
festival or special screenings. The Film 
Producer will have to give the final copy in 
celluloid or video format , as the case may be , 
free of cost to the society at the time of 
release of final installment. Such screening 
by the ESG will not entitle the Film Producer 
for any award /reward /monetary benefit 
under this scheme. 


( 12 ) In case if any Film Producer availing a 
part of financial assistance from the 
Entertainment Society of Goa and does not 
complete the film , the Entertainment Society 
of Goa shall have the right to initiate legal 
recovery proceedings and recover such 
amounts paid to him /her alongwith penal 
interest of 15 % p.a. 


A category film will be entitled to receive 
full 20 % of the balance installment. 


B category film will be entitled to receive 
10 % of the balance installment. 


( 13 ) In the event of any dispute arising 
between the Film Producer 

Film Producer and the 
Entertainment Society of Goa the same shall 
be referred to an Arbitrator in accordance to 
the provision of Indian Arbitration and 
Reconciliation Act . 


C category film will not be entitled to 
receive any amount from the third installment . 


The Film Producer to submit the following 
documents 


( 14) The Film Producer shall produce a 
bond in the prescribed form as regards the 
completion of the film in the agreed time 
schedule , meeting all the technical details of 
film production as per approved letter. The 
film must be completed in the time frame as 
mentioned at Clause D (7 ). 


( a ) Statement of expenses incurred and 
duly audited by the Chartered Accountant 
and verified by him /her certifying the 
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( 15 ) Before the disbursement of 1st 
installment, the Film Producer shall have to 
submit to the Entertainment Society of Goa 
the details as to the sources from where the 
balance cost of the Production of the films 
shall be raised . 


Award at the National Film Awards or any 
International Award at a film festival 
recognised by FIAPFF and Rs. 7.5 lacs if 
Tele - films, Short film or Documentary wins 
an award at a film festival recognised by 
FIAPFF 


( 16 ) During the disbursement of 1st 
installment the Film Producer will have to 
sign an agreement as at Schedule III and 
submit bank guarantee matching the amount 
distributed by ESG to the Film Producer. 
During the release of 2nd installment the Film 
Producer will have to submit a matching bank 
guarantee 


(d ) In Feature film category Rs. 5,00,000 / 
for the Director of the film winning a 
National Award or International Award at 
FIAPF recognized film festival. And Rs . 
2,00,000 / - for the artists /technician in any 
individual category wins a National Award 

International Award at FIAPF 
recognised International Film Festival 
subject to a maximum aid for two festivals 
only .

( 17 ) Additional assistance to be provided 
by the Government as per the following 
details to promote good cinema: 


a 


( a ) Rs. 5,000 / - per show for theatre 
release and screening of Feature film 
( celluloid ) upto a maximum of 100 shows 
in theatres located in the State of Goa and 
Rs. 3000 / - per show for Tele - films/Feature 
film on video / digital formats upto a 
maximum of 50 shows, in theatres /public 
places and village panchayat areas located 
in the State of Goa subject to satisfactory 
furnishing of the proof of the screenings . 


( e ) In Non - Feature film category an 
award of Rs. 50,000 / - ( Fifty thousand ) for 
director / artist / technician winning 
National Film Award and Rs. 1,00,000 / - if 
the director /artist / technician win an 
Individual Award in any of the FIAPF 
recognised International Film Festival 
subject to a maximum aid for two festivals 
only . 


( b ) Rs. 5,00,000 / - if a film is screened in 
the official selection category , at the 
International Film Festival of India or any 
other International Film Festival recognized 
by FIAPF and Rs. 2,50,000/ - if a Tele- film / 
/ Short /Documentary film is screened in the 
official selection category , 

at 

the 
International Film Festival of India or any 
other International Film Festival recognized 
by FIAPF subject to a maximum aid for 
two festivals only . 


( 18 ) The Government will make law or issue 
ordinance to make theatres available for the 
release of celluloid films so that Film 
Producers will be made available a theatre 
for one week in each city or village . The Film 
Producer has to intimate to the theatre owner 
about his exhibition plans one month in 
advance . The theatre owners and Film 
Producers should share income equally 
therein . 


( 19 ) The Government will exempt all films 
made in Goa by Goan Film Producers from 
Entertainment Tax , VAT etc. 


( c ) Rs. 20,00,000 / - if a feature film wins 
the National Film Award in the best film 
category in regional language and Rs. 
25,00,000 for any other film category and 
Rs. 5,00,000 / - if the Tele - films, Short film or 
Documentary wins a National Award . Rs. 
30,00,000 / - if the film wins the Golden Lotus 


(20 ) The Government will make necessary 
provision to facilitate all Film Producers 
registered with the Entertainment Society of 
Goa to avail of the outdoor and indoor film 
shooting in Goa by paying a nominal charge 
of Rs. 1,000 /- per film including premises of 
autonomous bodies provided it satisfies the 
eligibility criteria as laid down at Clause E. 
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(21) Government of Goa shall organise Goa 
State Film Festival. 


( 22 ) Under this scheme, the Entertainment 
Society of Goa may give financial assistance 
to various films subject to the funds available 
under the scheme. 


dispute or difference arising out of or in an 
way relating to or concerning these presents 
or the construction or effect of these presents , 
the same shall be referred to the sole 
arbitration of a Arbitrator to be appointed by 
Entertainment Society of Goa who shall be 
bound to appoint an Arbitrator within 45 
days from date such request is made from 
the stage at which it was pending.

(23 ) The Screening Committee shall consist 
of not more than ten members constituted by 
the society, with the approval of the State 
Government. The Committee will have at least 
one professional screenplay writer from the 
film industry, two persons from the field of 
literature , i.e. one each Konkani and Marathi 
and one technical person , and a film director 
of high standing. The quorum for the meeting 
of the Committee will be 50 % of the members 
in the Committee . 


From time to time, the Arbitrator may with 
the consent of both the parties to these 
presents , extend the time for making the 
award . The award of the Arbitrator shall be 
a reasoned award shall be final and binding 
on the parties to the presents . Subject as 
aforesaid , the Arbitration Conciliation Act , 
1966 ( 26 of 1996 ) and the rules made there 
under shall apply to the arbitration 
proceedings under this clause . The courts in 
Panaji-Goa , shall have exclusive jurisdiction . 


(24 ) The Finance Committee shall consist 
of not more than six members as may be 
constituted by the society , with the approval 
of Chairman , ESG .

Director and will also have a minimum of two 
technical experts . The quorum for the 
meeting of the Committee will be 60 % of the 
members in the Committee . 


G. Exemptions. ( 1 ) In 

of 
disbursement of financial assistance in one 
installment, the Film Producers who have 
completed their films and having censorship 
certificate dated from 1st January, 2008 till 
the date of notification of the scheme, may 
apply either in the revised scheme or in the 
pre - revised scheme and shall be entitled for 
benefits under the respective scheme only . 
However, the Film Producers will not be 
entitled for benefits under both the schemes. 


(26 ) ESG shall retain one copy of the film 
financed by ESG under the scheme in its 
archive for archival purpose . 


( 2 ) The films that have not availed 
assistance under Clause E 10 of this scheme 
are entitled for additional assistance as per

( iv ) Orders have been passed by the 
Collector under Section 61 or Section 103 
of the Code :
